Ample warning, swift, 
well-coordinated action av- 
erted even more devastating 
damage in Elba this week. 
Rain waters from the Pea 
River and Whitewater Creek 
rose from their banks Wed- 
nesday and Wednesday night. 
Early warnings by the Nat- 
ional Weather Bureau allow- 
ed officials ample time to 
organize and move out fami- 
lies in endangered areas along 
the river. 

With the help of National 
Guardsmen from the Elba unit, 
Enterprise, Brantley and 
Evergreen units, the moving 
operation worked efficiently. 
Army trucks, used trailers 
from Henry Dorsey Used Tr- 
ailers and new trailers from 
Dorsey Trailers, private tr- 
ucks and automobiles were 
used to move the personal and 
household goods of anyone 
asking for help. 

Several downtown mer- 
chants took the precaution of 
either moving their merchan- 
dise out to higher ground or 
putting it on high shelves. 

The heavy rains started in 
this area and north of Elba on 
Saturday night By Sunday, 
some areas in the Pea River 
watershed had reported as 
much as twelve inches of rain. 
This water began moving down 
the river system, flooding as it 
moved.

Drug Abuse Ils

MARIJUANA - THE “INNOCENT” DRUG 

Is marijuana really harmless, as users of the drug and 
those tired of hearing about it would have us believe? Earnest 
medical research to date has failed to come up with serious 
physical harm, resulting from its use. However, there are 
some strong indications of chromosome damage being possible 
after continued use, sexual abilities being hampered and unu- 
Sual.enlargement of the male breasts, accompanied by soreness 
in those areas. The female user is not so affected by the latter. 
Research, of course, is continuing. 


Uncovering definite and conclusive evidence of harm to the 
user’s body is important, but in considering the over all picture 
there are enough side effects resulting fromthe use of marijuana 
to impress unfavorably even the mentally retarded. 


Contrary to the sales talk given us by users, case histories 
of hard drug users most usually show that the addict did in fact 
get his start in drug experimentation by using marijuana. 
Psychological dependence is strongly indicated. While total 
effects of marijuana “highs” can last 3-5 hours, large doses 
can produce hallucinations after about 20 minutes. Time passes 
slowly to the person under marijuana’s influence, and distance 
slowly to the person under marijuana’s influence, and distances 
seem to be shorter. The memory becomes quite short and con- 
centration becomes difficult. 


Behind the wheel of a motor vehicle the marijuana user is 
a death threat to eveyone in his path, and himself. Red lights 
may look green to him and traveling at 70 miles an hour may 
seem like 25 miles per hour. Thousands upon thousands of 
young people have been involved in fatal automobile accidents 
as the result of being on the so-called “innocent” drug. Knowing 
this, and being fully aware that the use of marijuana frequently 
leads the user to addiction to even more dangerous drugs, 
how can anyone in his right mind really believe that marijuana 
is harmless? Any drug taken that can cause a person to drop 
out of school, forget all previous plans for making a good life 
for himself, and exercise complete disregard for his own 
safety and the safety of others, could hardly be termed innocent 
or harmless!

FLOOD INSURANCE 
COST EXPLAINED 


There has been a lot of talk 
around Elba during the past 
week concerning flood insur- 
ance. The many wild rumors 
are flowing almost as fast as 
the water was Thursday morn- 
ing. However, a few minutes 
with an insurance agent will 
clear up these false stories. 

First, any home in Elba is 
qualified for flood insurance. 
due to the farsightedness of 
former City officials. 

Second, the most this in- 
surance can cost is $2.50 per 
thousand on the home and $3.50 
on the contents. Inside the le- 
vee this rate is lower, out- 
side the levee, where flood 
danger is greatest, the gov- 
ernment subsidizes the cost 
by paying all over the before- 
mentioned maximum. 

In spite of this relatively 
low cost insurance being av- 
ailable in Elba, only eighteen 
policies were in effect at the 
time of last week’s high water, 
according to the home office 
of Hartford Insurance. Hart- 
ford is the clearing house for 
all government subsidized fl- 
ood insurance. Of these eight- 
een, apparently only one act- 
ually had flood damage. 

For a Riverview home- 
owner to carry flood insur- 
ance of $10,000 on his house 
and $5,000 on the contents the 
cost would be $42.50 ($25 for 
house and $17.50 for contents). 
Inside the levee this ratedrops 
and could be as little as_ the 
$25.00 minimum policy. 


Flood Damage 
Report Indicates 


Heavy Losses 


Flood , damage from last 
week’s high water will exceed 
$365,000 according to latest 
estimates. Damages to flooded 
homes are estimated at 
$275,000 while the City of Elba 
suffered about $90,000 in extra 
labor, lost tools and damage to 
parks, sewer and builaings. Add 
to this any damage to county 
and state roads and to home- 
owners outside Elba, and it is 
highly possible that damage will 
total half a million dollars

WILL YOUR CHILD BECOME AN ADDICT? 


Almost every adult American has been lulled into a false 
security about drug abuse. People have heard and read so much 
about it that the subject has become old news, unless someone 
in the immediate family has been a victim. The fact is our 
country is standing directly in the path of a new tidal wave of 
drug abuse which could surpass the epidemic of the early '70’s. 
This series tells why this is taking place and what might be 


done about it.

IDENTIFYING THE DRUG USER 


How does one recognize, especially in his own youngster, the 
signs that he is experimenting with drugs? (1) Abrupt changes 
in attendance habits at school or outside of school activities. 
(2) Marked changes in usual work capacities and efficiency. 
(3) Lack of interest in personal appearance, cleanliness and 
usual hygiene (4) Always wearing long sleeved shirts or blouses 
to cover the arms, (and needle marks). (5) Wearing of sun- 
glasses after dark, which hides dilated or constricted pupils. 
(6) Association with new friends who are known for being wild, 
uncontrollable, shiftless, and with no outward aims in life. 


(7) Taking things which do not belong to him that can 


be turned into cash 


Additional signs of possible drug misues are : 


readily 


strange, wild 


appearance of the eyes, frequent scratching of himself, no 
appetite for normal meals - likes to eat candy, cookies and 
other sweets, sniffles with red watering eyesanda cough - these 
disappear abruptly after again using drugs, drowsiness often 


alternating between dozing and waking 


If on drugs, and the 


drug is suddenly unavailable, user may become nauseated, 
followed by vomiting, frequent yawning, flushed appearance and 


twitching 


Parents observing indications that a child is on drugs might 
just as well face up to the fact that there is going to be turmoil 
in the home. Once the subject comes out into the open, if indeed 
he is on drugs, the youngster will put up a fight to keep from 


going for professional help 


Many will react to discovery by 


going “underground” with their habit, swearing to parents 
that they have quit, while using drugs on the outside. In latter 


Situation symptoms will remain 


The parents of a suspected 


or confirmed drug abuser must takea stand, regardless of family 
upheaval, and insist on definite action being taken to rid drug 
involvement, and particularly, he will try to make you feel that 
you are old fashioned or ignorant because you do not go along with 


the “modern” use of drugs. 


Hold fast to what you know is 


right, and force. the issue at all costs. Your child’s health and 
entire future may depend on the action you take.
